, ROBBERY OF GOLD CHECKS.

A lRemarkable Case of Robbery by Boys,
aud Whelr Subsegquent Fllight,

On the 12th of December, 1866, Joseph
Packard, & lad aged seventeen years, and o
messenger for Messrs, John Monroe & Co.,

brokers, having nn office st No. 8§ Wall street,
wus sent to the Bank ol Commerce with $10,000 |
in gold checks, which he was directed o de-
‘msn in the pame of the tirm, In dae lime
wekord returned to the office with the hund-
book, in which an entry of deposit had appa-
renily been mude by the Cashier. The aext
day the messenger falled to appear, and the

firm supposed he was ill, As he did not
aopear on the 14th, one of the partners
called at  his  residence in  Brookiyn 1o I
luquire the ecavse, Packard's mother stated
that the boy had not been at home for two or |
three days, sud she did not know anytlung ot |
his whereabonts, Becoming alarmed, the Grm
made the necesgary inquaries st ibe bank, when
they discovered that the gold checks had not
been deposited there, nor could they find an
truce of them. The detectives st Police Hmrl
quarters were notified of the robbery, and De.
tectives Vaoghn and Niven were placed upon
the case. Both these officers worked asstduonsly,
and agcertained that Packard had a confede-
rate in the robbery, named [saac Clurk, aged
ninetecn years, and after n long wild goose
chase, the detectives found that both the boys
had gone to Cannda.

Detective Niven had a number of clrenlars
l:rinlml. and sent the same to the numerous
‘olice Burenus in the United B'ates nnd Canadas,
accompanied by photographs of the fueitives,
One of these fell into the hunds of Chief La-
mothe, of the Montren! Police, and he pscer-
tained that the boys were Lthen 1n that city ata
Lotel, He at onee proceeded to effect thelr ar-
rest, but made bis inquirics so openly that some
one in the hotel saw the danpgers surrounding
the fugitives, and =o informed them, Both Pac-
kard and Clark engaged 8 sleigh and drove to
the village of Assumption, about sixty-five miles
distant from Montreal, where they took & truin
for Portland, Maioe, leavine thoir trunks for the
puolice, who were considersbly chagrined st
their tallure.

After remaining in Portland for o few davs to
refit, the young rascals took passaege for Liver-
pool, England, on board the steamship Hibernia,
leaving Portland on the 13th of Junuury last,
arriving at Liverpool on the 2bth, While in toat
city they lived a very fast-and-loose Ille, nod
while iutoxicated strayed mto the hall oceupied
by .Chrnsty’s Minstrels, when some dexterous
English thief robbed the trunsatiuntic tmports-
tiops of $0000 worth ot the checks, with some
other money. Packard and Clark had, fortn-
nately for themselves, left $1000 in thelr tronks
at their hotel, and with that sum started for
London, where they remaivned over & week see-
ing \he lious of the grewt metropolis, when
they started for France, Intending to go to
Parie, but on their arrival at Havre they dis.
covered that their money had awindled down
1o $500.

Finding themselves in g deaperate atrai, alter
all thelr adventures, the boys concluded to go
to America on board the steamship Celln then
Iving in port preparing to sail for New York,
In due time the steamer reached this port, on
the 6th of March, and anchored in the stream
off Jersey City, at which city the boy: landed,
aud then took the first train for | Balti- |
more, al which oity they remainsd untit their
money wis all spent, Packard then concluded
Lo go on n farm at Patapsco Bay as laborer, and
he was accompanied by Clark, After working |
on the farm for over o month the lads became
disgusted with the hard labor and poor fare, |
und finally telegeapbed to Mr. Chandler, the
répresentative of the frm robbed, asking him to
send on  for them, as they were ready
to suffer for the erime they had committed, A |
clerk was sccordivgly sent on to Baltimore,
Packurd and Clark were arrested by the police,
and both the prisoners were broughl into this
eity In charge of Detective Porter, and salely
handed over to the Metropolitan Police. In- |
spector Walling ordered their detention, snd |
they were locked up at the Central Otlice, where
they gave the partieonlars above narrated. Both
are apparently resigned to their fate, expeoting
to be sent to Blog Sing for five years each,
Packard hins also confessed that he came near
obtaining $27,000, which & brother clerk had
been ordered to deposit, but falled in doing ko
by mere nceident, It appears that they had
planned the robbery for some time. sud scted
l}"ellbqulcly in committing the crime.— N, ¥,

Warer #or RoMm.—A letter from Rome
says:—'‘A very important work will be com-
menced in a very few days—that of conveying
to Rome the old Marcian water formerly so

renowned for its pure quality and the height
of its level. - The sources are fu the town of
Arsol, about thirt[woua miles from Rome.
Sixty millions of litres will be poured every
twenty-four hours on the culminating point
of the mountainous part of the oity (Al
Monti.) The conception of this great under-
taking dates from 1858. An Apglo-Roman
Company, with limited responsibility, had to
furnish the necessury funds; it conld not
gucceed, and was replaced by an anonymous
Belgian one, called General Company of the
Water Works, which provided the required
capital, and offered to provide and lay down
metal conduits. If no unforeseen obstacle
intervenes, the water will be in Rome in two
